Russians Announce | > 
Fall of Czernowitz | 
Capital of Bukowina 


Austrians Admit Town Has Been Evacuated on Account of Superior 
Fire of Russians—Town Almost Completely Destroyed by Fierce 
Battle—Russian Generals Claim Continued Progress Along Other 
Parts of Eastern Front—Vienna and Berlin Also Claim Victories.

PETROGRAD, June 18.—The capture by the Russians of Crer- 
nowitz, capital of the Austro-Hungarian crown land of Bukowina, 
was officially announced today by the Russian war office, 

PETROGRAD, June 17.—Czernowitz, the capital of Bukowina, 
has been almost completely destroyed in the fierce battle that has 
been raging there and the Austrian forees are being fast enveloped 
by Ruasian forces which are cutting them off from their Bukowina 
army, according to a telegram to the Russky Invalid. 

VIENNA, June 18.—The evacuation of Czernowitz by the Aus- 
trians after the Russians had forced a passage of the Pruth and pene- 
trated the city was announced by the war office today. It says the 
garrison retired before superior enemy fire.

PETROGRAD, June 18—The Rus- 
rian official statement issued today ts 
as follows: 

“The Emperor has received a con- 
gratulatory telegram from the King of 
Serbia on the overwhelming success of 
the brilliant Russian troops, with 
warm wishes for continued success. A 
similar telegram was received from the 
Serbian Crown Prince, stating that the 
Serbian troops were filled with warm 
admiration and joy over the Russian 
victories. 

“On the front of General Brusiloff's 
army the enemy maintains his resist- 
ance, making repeated counter at- 
tacks, which our troops repulsed suc- 
cessfully, pressing the enemy more 
closely in various divisions and taking 
prisoners and booty. 


Entry in Czernowiltz. 


“Yesterday at four o'clock in the 
afternoon, General Lechnitzky's troops 
captured by assault the bridgehead at 
Czernowitz, on the left bank of the 
Pruth. After desperate fighting for 
the passage of the river, where the 
enemy had destroyed the bridges, we 
occupied Czernowitz, Our troops are 
pursuing the enemy, Who is retreating 
in the direction of the Carpathian 
passes, In the course of the capture 

‘we the bridgehead we took over 1,000 
prisoners and also seized guns in 
Czernowitz. 

On Other Fronts, 


“The following details have been re- 
ceived of the fighting on the remainder 
of the front: The troops of General 
Kaledines have repulsed lesperate 
enemy counter attacks in which Ger- 
man troops from the French front 
were engaged. In the region of the 
village of Gadonitche, on the Styr, a 
hot engagement occurred, ‘Thus far 
the German and Austrian prisoners 
fimount to 70 officers and 2,000 men, 
and we havo also: takemeight anachine 
guts. e Germans tiriously attack- 
ed the village of Svidniks, on “he north 
bank of the Stokhod, . We repylaed the 
attack, despite the fire of the enemy's 
armored train, Our Cossaokr, headed 
by their colonel, Smirnoff, charged 
twice on the flank against the enemy 
forces which had asqumed the offen- 
sive. ‘Phe Cossacks captured five ma- 
chine guns, put a great number of Cer- 
mans to the sword, and the others to 
disorderly flight, and took as prisoners 
two officers and many German soldiers, 

Many Prisoners Taken. 

“According to the latest particul- 


ars of the fighting from the 7th to the 
18th, General Kaledines had taken as 
prisoners 1,309 officers, 10 surgeons 
nnd 70,000 men, and 83 guns, 238 ma- 
chine guns and an enormous quantity 
of material. 

“In the region of the right bank of 
the Stripa River, north of Buczacz, the 
enemy took offensive, but being re- 
ceived by our concentrated fire, he re- 
treated to his trenches. 

“On the northern front, in the 
forest region and on the Dvina front, 
there has been violent artillery {re on 
various sectors, Our artillery seriously 
damaged the enemy's trench and 
works fronting our Dvinsk positions 
and southwest of Lake Narocz." 

While Petrograd asserts that the 
Russians are repulsing the counter at- 
tacks, pressing the Teutonic allies far- 
ther back and taking from them large 
numbers of prisoners and quantities of 
war materials, both Vienna and Berlin 
reported victories for their arms in 
Galicia and Volhynia. 

Vienna says that north of the Lipa 
river in iliGeta, the Austrians have 
driven back a Russian attack, gained 
ground and taken 800 prisoners, while 
Berlin asserts that along the Styr on 
both sides of Kolki and between the 
Lutsk road and the Turya sector, the 
Germans under General Von Linsen- 
gen repulsed Ruesian attacks and cap 
tured 8,446 Russians and some gun, 

The breaches made by the Russtats 
on the southwestern front, spreading

MONEY BYLAW ANB MARKET 


BUILDING TO BE VOTED ON 


Issue of Short Term Debentures Must Be Sanctioned If City’s Business 
Is To Be Oartied On This Year—Temporary Market 
Buildinzon Rice Street Desired by Con- 
sumer’s League. 


Tomorrow, June 20th, the burgesses 
are being asked 1 they are willing to 
follow what is practically the only 
open road in financing the clty for un- 
other year, and that. to sanction the 
issue Of whort-ternt debentures on the 
security of the tax arrears for the 
years 1914-15, ‘The arrears are apart 
from those recoverable by a tax: sale 
which is being arranged for in October 

With the successful carrying of the 
bylaws to be voted upon tomorrow, 
Mayor Henry and the municipal ate 
thorities contend that the city's finan- 
ces will be safe for another year, and 
us the mayor stated recently, if a rea- 
sonable amount is paid on this year's 
taxes the city should be in good shape 
at the end of the year, 

The two bylaws are No's, 683 and 
684, the first being for the issue and 
sale of special debentures for the sum 
of $1,368,000 against the arrears of 
taxes for the year 1914, and making a 
first charge thereon, debentures to 
Lear date July 1st, 1916, and to matuce 
on June 30th, 1918, Bylaw 684 Is to 
raise $1,366,000 «against arrears of 
taxes for the year 1915 upon similar 
two-year debentures, also to mature 
on June 30th, 1918. The debentures 
will bear interest at 6 per cent, pay- 
uble half yearly. 

The decision is by a straight major- 
ity of votes for or against, Polling will 
take place from 9 w.m. to 6 p.m, ut 
the Mat of polling stations as advertis- 
ed by the returning officer, City Clerk 
Cox, 

At the same time as the voting on 
the bylaws a plebiscite is being taken 
of the opinion gf the burgesses, whe- 
ther they would favor the erection of 
any buildings to give shelter to those 
trading at Rice street market. This is 
the rveault of a petition by the Con- 
sumers’ League, who asked council to 
pass & bylaw to sanction some such 
shelter.

He was seized with a stroke 
of paralysis. Pneumonia set in late 
last week, according to the telephone 
message, and he gradually sank. His 
widow. and one son, Alderman J. A. 
Derbyshire, survive.

Quiet Time on Western Front 
Except for Some Aerial 
Activity.

LONDON, June 18—The British of- 
ficial communication dealing with the 
fighting in France and Belgium by the 
British forces issued today 

“In the better weather conditions 
yesterday a ¢ t deal of flying; was 
done, There wes a marked invrease 
in the activity of hostile aircraft, One 
of our machines attempted to inter- 
cept a hostile reconnaissance consist- 
ing of eight machines, driving one ina- 
chine close behind the enemy trenches. 
Our machine was trying to cut off the 
remainder, and engaged the rear mu- 
chine, and drove it down a few miles 
behind the enemy's lines. In all there 
were thirty air combats, but no other 
dlecisive resulés, 

“Exeept for serial activity the last 
twenty-four hours hove been quiet. 
During the night one of our patrols, 
east of Armentieres, broke up a Ger- 
man working party by a bomb attack, 
The enemy exploded three small mines 
at various points between Arras and 
La Bassee Canul, No damage was 
done, There were no particular artil- 
lery engagements to report and there 
has been no infantry action, 

“On Saturday night there was acti- 
vity in various parts of our front, The 
enemy bombarded our trenches vigor- 
ously at many points from the River 
Bouve to Wieltie about midnight. This 
hombardment was accompanied by 
| two ineffective discharges of gas west- 
ward of Vimy Ridge. There was no 
infantry attacks, Farther south we 
learried out two successful raids, one 
near the river Lys, the second near 
Givenchy. In both cases our parties 
accomplished some useful bombing, 
returning sufely, Near Hulluch, north 
of Arras, we exploded mines with suc- 
cess."

Attacks of Germans on New 
French Positions Are Re. 
pulsed by French. 


(By Morning» Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, June 18—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight 1s: 

“On the front, north of Verdun, the 
ArUliery action took on a certain in- 
tensity in the region of Hill 804 and 


in the sector north of the Thiaumont 
fortifications, There was no infantry 
attack. The day was calin on the rest 
of the front, except in the Argonne, 
where mine fighting continued actively 
in the regions of Bolante, Vauquols 
and La fille Mort. 

Several attacks by the Germans on 
the new French positions in the Dead 
Man Hiil region, northwest of Verdun 
were repulsed, the French fiaintain- 
ing their recent gains, the war office 
announced this afternoon, The Ger- 
mans sulfYered heavy losses, as they did 
also in futile attacks on idrrench 
trenches in the Thiaumont sector, to 
the northeast of the Meuse, 

An official statement issued today 
says: “We have identified by prisoners 
taken two fresh divisions On our Ver- 
dun front. The proportion of men 
belonging to the 1916 class brought 
up as reinforcements by the Germans 
has increased considerably. We aro 
able to ascertain the presence of young 
soldicrs belonging to the 1917 class." 


E.R. WELBOURN

Sixteen more Edmonton men, seven 
of whom have been killed in action, 
are included in the casualties issued 
yesterday from Ottawa, 

Three casualty lists were Issued by 
the department of militia during the 
past 24 hours—the first at 8 o'clock 
last evening, the second at 11 o'clock 
last night, and the third at 2 o'clock 
this morning. In all they contained 


638 reports, the early list recording 
284 names, the 11 o'clock, 218, and 
the early morning 36. 


Sixty were recorded as killed in ac- 
tion in the early list, 10 dead of 
wounds, 31 missing, 4 dangerously and 
4 seriously ill, 1 missing and believed 
killed in action, 1 wounded and miss- 
ing, 19 suffering from sbell shock, and 
262 wounded, 

The 11 e’clock list reported 62 killed 
in action, 1 reported missing believed 
killed, 18 dead of wounds, 1 missing 
belleyed killed in, action, 17 missing, 
1 dangerously and 1 seriously ill, and 
132 wounded, The 2 a.m, list carried

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CANADA'S GREAT NORTH 


The recent letting bf a contract 
for building an additional fifty 
miles extending the MeArthur 
yailway system to the Pouce 
Joupee prairie of Peace rvier 
and the boundary of the province, 
would be an important event at 
any time, but is much more im- 
portant in these lean years when 
railway construction is at a stand- 
still all over the continent, and 
when investment in new enter- 
prises of almost any kind has prac- 
tically ceased. The expenditure 
of money in railway construction 
work is of great and immediate 
importance, especially to the base 
of supply, but the fact that in- 
vestors have been found to put 
money in the enterprise is vven 
more important, because it dem- 
onstrates their confidence in the 
development of the tributary 
country, resulting from the con- 
struction of the railway. 

Canada is a land of stupendous 
possibilities and of magnificent 
distances. The distances must be 
bridged by efficient railway trans- 
portation, or the possibilities can- 
not be realized. Railway trans- 
portation is the very foundation 
of agricultural development. \No 
matter how fertile the soil or how 
gnterprising the people, unless 
they have railway transportation 
to take out their produce and 
bring in their needs, they cannot 
create those progressive condi- 
tions that are the object of their 
eourage, industry and enterprise, 

In the early days of the fur 
trade, the Peace River country 
was better and more favorably 
known than the great plains of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, That 
was when all travel and traffic 
was by boat or canoe, following 
the waterways. But as the mode 
of transportation changed from 
sail boat to Red River cart, and 
from cart to railway, the great 
plains of the Red River and the 
Saskatchewan loomed larger and 
larger in the world’s eye, and the 
Peace River became a tradition 
rather than a stupendous fact of 
national importance. 

The settlement of the great 
lains of the Red River and the 
askatchewan was quickly and 
thoroughly accomplished, once it 
Was supported by a progressive 

icy of railway construction, 
From 1883 to 1900 settlement in 
the prairie West was practically 
at a standstill because railway 
construction was at a standstill. 
The argument was made: Why 
build more railways when there 
ate plenty of railways now to 
carry all the traffie? Notwith- 
standing this argument, an active 
policy of railway construction 
was entered upon, with the result 
that settlement, development and 
production went forward by leaps 
and bounds. Canada became 
great as the direct and inevitable 
result.of the development and pro- 
duction of the prairies; made pos- 
sible—and only made possible— 
by efficient and sufficient railway 
enterprise. ° 

As the great plains of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan filled up with 
settlers, the more enterprising 
began to look for other fields. 
The Peace River attracted their 
The accounts of the 
old travellers of an hundred years 
ago were looked up, and it was 
found that in those days the 
beauty, fertility, and desirable 
climate of the region had attract- 
ed marked attention. Mission-

But those who braved the 
difficulties returned with glowing 
accounts of what they had found; 
and returned at once to occupy 
and conquer for themselves. Set- 
tlement began about 1908, and 
from that time forward increased 
from year to year. The opening 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific to 
Edson, and the road built from 
that point by the provincial gov- 
ernment gave a comparatively 
short route to Grande Prairie, 
and the settlements there increas- 
ed rapidly. North of the Peace, 
between the Crossing—where the 
wagon road from Lesser Slave 
lake on the route from Edmonton 
strikes the river—and Dunvegan, 
the country settled up quickly, 
and the smaller prairie areas of 
Spirit River—south of the Peace 
between Dunvegan and Grande 
Prairie—and Pouce Coupee, also 
south of the Peace and on the 
boundary between Alberta and 
British Columbia—attracted nu- 
merous seitlers, 

When the settlers went in to 
oceupy these beautiful prairie 
areas they knew that they could 
hot realize their expectations 
without the extension of railway 
facilities, But they had faith that 
once the possibilities of produe- 
tion had been demonstrated, rail- 
way construction would naturally 
follow. Railroad charters without 
number had been granted to and 
through the Peace River country. 
But getting a railway charter is 
one thing, and building a railway 
is another. The cost of the char- 


ter is a few hundred dollars. The 
cost of a railway quickly runs 
into millions, Notwithstanding 


the number of railway charters to 
Peace River held by various com- 
panies, the event has proven that 
had it not been for the arrange- 
ment made in 1911 by the Alberta 
government with J. D. MeArthur 
for the construction of the E., D. 
and B.C, railway, the settlers of 
Peace River would still have been 
Without railways, and instead of 
that country being the pride of 
the settler and the hope of Cant- 
ada, as it is today, it would have 
been a region of disappointed 
hopes and discouraged pioneers, 
such as the Edmonton district was 
in the years from 1883 to 1891, 
because of the C.P.R. having been 
built by way of Calgary instead 
of by Edmonton, as was required 
by the first charter, 

When the Alberta government 
guaranteed the bonds of the E., 
D. and B.C, railway to Spirit 
River, the boom was still on, and 
the bonds were sold at a fair price 
without difficulty, Construction 
began at once and was finished 
rapidly and continuously, The 
boom collapsed in the fall of 1912, 
and from that time forward, until 
recently, railway bonds have been 
unsaleable. To reach the naviga- 
tion of Peace river at the Cross- 
ing, fifty miles of railway had to 
be constructed from McLennan. 
The provincial government decid- 
ed to see the enterprise through, 
and loaned the railway company 
80 per cent. of the cost of the fifty 
miles. The fifty miles has just 
been completed, and five hundred 
miles of navigation on the Peace 
river—200 + ciles up and 300 miles 
down stream from the Crossing— 
has been connected with the three 
transcontinental railway systems 
of Canada, The rail distance from 
Kdmonton is 810 miles. 

Besides giving rail connection 
to the navigable waters of the 
Peace, the railway to the Crossing 
brings the splendid and well-set- 


tled country north of the Peace, 
between Peace River town—for- 
merly the Crossing—and Dunve-

With the railway completed to 
the boundary of the province, the 
responsibility of the provincial 
legislature and government for the 
further extension of the railway 
in that direction ceases. There 
lies beyond the boundary of Al- 
berta, and in the province of Bri- 
tish Columbia, a block of three 
and a half million acres of land, 
the property of the Dominion. 
This block of land cannot be de- 
veloped without railway ecom- 
munication any more than ean any 
other section of the country. — It is 
to the Dominion alone that the 
people of Alberta and of Canada 
must look for the railway exten- 
sion that will develop this area by 
the further extension of the Dun- 
vegan railway to the head of thd 
Rocky Mountain portage at the 
western boundary of the Peace 
River Block. 

Sv much for the direct and im- 
mediate results of the enterprise 
of J. D, MeArthur, backed by the 
legislature and government of Al- 
berta, in adding to the productive 
area of Canada by giving railway 
connection to the existing settle- 
ments in the Peace River country, 
But the immediate results are the 
least important of the many attain- 
ed. The railway to Peace River 
brings in touch with the active life 
of Canada a vast new area, of as 
yet unknown possibilities, extend. 
ing down the valleys of the Peace 
and the Mackenzie, along the east- 
erly slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
to the Aretie ocean, Whatever 
there is in that vast area of agri- 
cultural, minéral, or other  possi- 
bilities, is now within reach by rail 
and steamer, to be prospected and 
exploited as conditions permit. A 
new field—almost a new country— 
has been opened to the enterprise 
and industry of the people of 
Canada. 

When the rapid settlement of 
the great plains had in some de- 
gree exhausted the possibilities of 
pioneer enterprise, the railway to 
Peace River has brought within 
‘onch a new, a wider and more 

‘aried field. The opening up of 
che Great North by the McArthur 
railway system still holds for Can- 
ada the title of ‘‘The Land of Op- 
portunity.”’

now—not some time in the future 
—and that any extension of time 
offered or securable is so much 
time gained by the debtor, The 
passage of the money by-laws on 
Tuesday commits the city to a tax 
sale two years hence for arrears up 
to the close of 1915. But the de- 
feat of the by-laws would not mean 
that collection would or could be 
deferred longer than that. It may 
be taken that arrears up to the 
close of the past year will have to 
be got some way and some time 
within the next two years, or the 
city will have to go out of busi- 
ness, The man who has property 
in arrears stands to gain, and not 
lose, by the passing of the by- 
laws. He stands to gain two 
years in which to get the money or 
dispose of the property. He does 
not stand to lose a chance of longer 
postponement of the day of settle- 
ment, That cannot in reason be 
hoped for. Rather he must anti- 
cipate some means being found of 
forcing settlement at an earlier

THE MILITARY CROSS, 
A. A, Thompson in London Opinion, 


There are other ways of getting the 
military cross besides that universally 
employed by the A.8.C.~1e., pinching 
the military's jam—which gets the 
military very cross. 

Our Divisional General (Major- 
General K, N. Courcy-Chapeaurouge, 
D.8.0., G.P.0,, H.O.) has offered a re- 
commendation for the military cross to 
any officer who takes a German pri- 
soner whilst on patrc uty, and conse- 
quently inany subalte.ns, with a char- 
acteristic disregard for the safety of 
life and breeches, have spent the last 
few evenings on the wrong side of our 
barbed-wire fence, indulging in_ the 
twin joys of Hun-hunting and self-im- 
palement, 

‘The other night the Colonel sent for 
me, I disgustedly threw down a per- 
fect misere hund, and obeyed at once, 
for our colonel is a terri:ble man; I 
have seen him puta thousand armed 
men to instant flight by the mere 
words: “Battalion will retire.

49TH TRENCHES AT 
SANCTUARY WOOD 
IN TERRIFIC FIRE 


Lieut. Hobbs Returns From the 
Front—Three-Angle Fire 
Played on Battalion 


Arriving in the city Saturday a.m, on 
the C.P.R., Lieut. H. Hobbs, of the 
49th Battalion, on a two months and a 
half leave, is again united with his wife 
and two children after many long 
months in the trenches in company 
with his brave fellow soldiers, who 
have made Edmonton famous as_ the 
place which sent them overseas to help 
represent Canada in the struggle of the 
Empire. 

While loath to speak of his experi- 
ences or in fact give but the most mea- 
gre details of life at the front, by per- 
sistent questioning a Bulletin repre- 
sentative this morning was able to get 
a few interesting facts concerning the 
life of the 49th in France, and other 
sidelights on the situation, Insisting 
that a man who talked to the papers 
was made the butt of the jokes of his 
hattalion members on his return to the 
front, Lieutenant Hobbs politely refus- 
ed to give any account of the many 
(trying actions through which he has, 
in company with the rest of the 49th 
Wounded at Sane- 
the present scene of the 
terrific struggle in the defense of the 
famous Ypres salient, held since the 
start of the war, in the main by Cana- 
dian troops, Lieut. Hobbs was remov 
ed in May from the firing line to the 
base hospital at La Touguet, which is 
under the supervision of the Duchess 
of Westminster. tle was not the only 
casually that day in the struggle of 
Sanctuary Wood, and while Lieutenant 
Hobbs would venture no information 
on the number of Canadians taken out 
it is known that in this action the 4th 
lost heavily but held bravely on, 

From the hospital at Le Touguet, 
Lieut. Hobbs was sent to First London 
General, which is under the Canadian 
Red Cross, with Lady Drummond in 
charge. Of the treatment accorded 
the Canadian soldiers there, Lieuten- 
ant Hobbs has only the highest praise, 
and on this one subject of the care that 
is given the wounded soldier the lieu- 
tenant was rendy and willing to talk. 

The terrors of the front line trenches 
in the Ypres salient were apparent 
from the fact that the German fire 
with big shells keeps up an incessant 
rain of explosives from three sides, 
many times the lateral enfilading fire 
sweeping clean along through the 
trench, Despite the precarious posi- 
tion of the 49th in this defense line,

EARLY HARVESTS 
ARE THE AULE IN 
SPIRIT DISTRICT 


It is estimated that the Spirit River 
district produced about 150,000 bus- 
hels of grain last year, but this total 
wili be very much increased this year 
the acreage under crop being far 
larger, 

Local settlers state that as a gen- 
eral rule harvesting operations are 
possible at least two weeks earlier 
than in the older portions of the ;rov- 
ince, due largely to the longer days 
of the north, During thg menths of 
June and July the ngefing rays of 
sunset hardly fade away from the 
western sky ere the first faint tinges 
of dawn, appear in the east. This 
means that the grain is growing for 
the greater part ofthe twenty-four 
hours, and explains the retson for 
early maturity. 

The soll in the Spirit River settle- 
ment is composed of from ten to 
twelve Inches of black loam with a 
blue clay subsoil. There are no sand 
ridges, and even on the hills the soil 
is very much the same as in the 
valleys, The luxuriant hay and pea- 
vine show the eplerdid quality of the 
soil, Cattle are fat all the year round 
owing to the fine quality of the feed. 

The oats that have béen grown at 
Spirit River have been remarkable 
for their heavy welght and fine quali- 
ty. The oats grown last year, in fact, 
have been largely. purchased for seed 
purposes by outside parties, Yields 
of One hundred sbushels to the acre 
have been quite common.

Charles Bremner Talks Interest- 
ingly of His Experiences in 
oneer Communities 


Except to the #Mudson's Bay com- 
pany, and to the missionaries of the 
Roman Catholle church, Spirit River 
was unktiown at the time Charles 
Bremner first took up hia abode on 
the fertile prairie, fifteen miles south 
of Dunvegan, 

Born om, the island of Hoy, of the 
Orkney group, north of Scotland, Mr. 
Bremner has spent thirty-three years 
in the north, twenty-one of which he 
has resided on his ranch, overlooking 
the picturesque Spirit River. 

“The first twelve years I lived in 
the country,” said Mr, Bremner, ‘'I 
spent In the employ of the Hudson's 
Bay company. At that time Dun- 
vegan Was an important post, the 
heaiquarters for the Peace distritt. \ 
Most of the trade of the country was 
transacted there. The flat, along the 
river, was dotted with buildings, in- 
cluaing the English nnd Roman Cath- 
ollie Missions, Indjan tepees were 
everywhere. During the height of 
the fur season the place bustled with 
activity.” 

“The first year,’ continued Mr. 
Bremner, “Tt was stationed at Fort 8t. 
John, Afterward J returned to Dun- 
vegan, where I remained for eleven 
years—in fact, until I resigned from 
the service,” 

Why he resigned is best explained 
in Mr, Bremner's Own words: 

Better Opportunities . 

“T wanted to get a start for myself,” 
he explained, “I was always inter- 
ested in ragaching. Life at the post 
Was Interesting enough, but I could 
see there jwere other and better op- 
portunities,” 

“One thing which strengthened my 


decision,” he went on,: “was the fact 
that grain and other farm produce 
had been grown along the river flat 
at Dunvegan and other places’ for 
nearly a hundred years. It was be- 
lieved that the river was a _ protec- 
tion against frost. Kveryone said 


that it would be impossible to grow 
Brain successfully anywhere except ia 
those places which were sheltered and 
protected by the high banks of the 
Peace. 

“I'm a Scotchman,” declared Mr,

ENGLISH & CALKIN 
ARE PIONEERS IN 
SPIRIT DISTRICT 


Following a summer spent with a 
party of surveyors west and east of 
the Smoky tiver, two young men, 
Wm, English and 'H. B&. Calkin, con- 
celved the idea of taking up their 
permanent residence in Spirit River. 
It was in 1898 when this brilliant no- 
tion occurred simultaneously to the 
two would-be surveyors, who had 
fought mosquitos and had become 
trail-worn and disheartened in their 
daily and respective tasks of making 
straight and none too narrow paths 
in the wake of an ambitious civil en- 
#ineer, ‘The fact that the paths had 
to be eut with an axe, and frequent- 
ly through dense and stubborn forest 
growth, may have been an Iinfluenc- 
ing factor i, their final decision, At 
‘any rate, by the spring of 1901, Eng- 
lish and Calkin had taken complete 
possession of a desirable portion of 
land, and had entered whole-hearted- 
ly upon the business of farming. 

(Bleven Hundred Acres, 

That was fifteen years ago, Yoday 
the firm jof Mngiish and Calkin are 
sole and undisputed owners of eleven 
hundred acres of tand, two hundred 
and fifiy of which are under cultiva- 
tion, They have seventy-five head of 
horses and hinety head of cattle, 
Their farm is operated by the latest 
machinery, They have a traction en- 
gine and threshing outfit. They have 
a store, hotel and pool room, and 
their farm build ngs would be cause 
for admiration even were they situ- 
ated in a inuch older community 

In taking inventory of what has 
been accomplished by these owo men, 
pioneers in every sense of the word, 
some idea may be gained of what 
has been and still is being done in 
the Spirit River and Peace River 
country, 

In all their experience, Poglish and 
Calkin have had only one crop fail- 
ure-—-by hail, in 1910. In 1906 they 
freighted a threshing outfit all the 
way from Edmonton iy the fall of 
1909 they were raising 5,000 ‘bushels 
of grain, and this output has been 
materially igcreased until at every 
Season on their own farm they now 
thresh between ten and fifteen thou- 
sand bushels of grain, 

English and Calkin were the first 
to grow timothy successfully tn the 
north, They have now twenty acres 
of this crop and feed tame hay almost 
exclusively to their work horses, They 
have taken a great interest in stock 
raising, and have quite a number of 
pure-bred and registered horses and 
cattle. 

The firm purchased and brought to 
Spirit River the first sawmill outfit. 
In 1907 Willlam English laid out the 
presen, trail to Grande Prairie; also 
the Dunvegan trai) at an earlier date, 


Mr. ‘English has been postmaster in 
Spirit River since 1903, 

During the enrly days—in fact, un- 
til Che advent of the E.bD. & B.C. rail- 
way—every ounce of provisions, ma- 
chinery and supplies was freighted by 
team over the circuitous Peace River 
tra‘l from Edmonton, 

“During the winter, Our time was 
well occupied,” stated Mr. English. 
“We usually put three or four out- 
fits on the road. The trip to Edmon- 
ton Was never made in less’ than 
twenty days; and the return trip from 
twenty-tive days to two months. All 
the time we were gone we were forced 
to cump out, There were no stop- 
ping places,”

UNPRECEDENTED 
AGTWITY AT THE 
PRNRIE'S CITY 


Hammers and Saws Going From 
Morning: to'Night—Much 
Grain Being Shipped 


The sound of the hammer and saw 
jeibeingcheardé im @raade Prairie City 
from morning to night, in common 
with other new towas along the 
branch ne of railway. There never 
Was such astonishing development. In 
Grande Prairie City alone, for the six 
weeks ending about the middle of 
May, the building permits reached 
$21,000, and it was expected that the 
following six weeks would see a large 
increase over this amount. The satis- 
factory feature of it is that these per- 
mits were not for small, jerry-built 
structures, but for substantial puild- 
4ngs erected by hurd-headed business 
men who have a firm faith jn the 
future of the town. 

Lots, too, are Changing hands, Dut 


not for speculative purposes. A busi- 
ness; man wants to pull down his 
store and build a greater, and he 


buys another lot--usually direct from 
the owner, Other men come into 
town, look over the situation, decide 
to start into business, and select and 
purchase the sites, That is the story 
in a nutshell, There is no ‘boom,” 
according to the western interpreta- 
tion of that term, but a healthy 
growth that will be all the more suc- 
cessful because of its stable founda- 
tion, 
Big Quantities of Freight. 

And the carloads of freight that 
came in!—one might be forgiven for 
wondering «where all the merchandise 
went to. An almost continuous pro- 
cession of freight trains, carrying 
lumber, farm machinery, merchan- 
dise of all descriptiepg, all for the 
Grande Prairie farmers, might be seen 
leaving Spirit River for the south, 
And yet, with ali this inrush of freight, 
there somehow alwa ‘s seemed to be 
a shortage. Every available piece of 
farm machinery Was snapped up eag- 
erly long before seeding. Building 
in some cases had to be suspended 
owing to lack of lumber. The small- 
est stores were each doing.a business 
of;three or four hundred dollars a 
day. There was apparently no end 
to (he-unprecedented demand. 

One reason for this abounding pros- 
perity; of course, was the fact that 
with the advent of the railway the 
farmers had been able to dispose of 
chat grain.

One prominent farmer—Mr. Rob- 
erts, of: Bear Lake—had six thous- 
and Dushels of wheat In his granary 
last month, und refused 88c_ per 
bushel, He is waiting for the dollar 
mark, A few other farmers are jn 
a similarly happy position. But the 
great majority of farmers are mariket- 
ing thelr grain, and: making good use 
of the money. 

Some idee of the prevalent pros- 
perity is afforded by the fact that two 
carloads of automobiles were old 
after the arrival of steel, and others 
are on order. It was ever this.

Smith, general manager of the E.D, 
& B.C, railway, says the total is three 
million bushels; others say that thie 
fs an over-estimate.

The grain is of first class quality, 
too, Mr. Caldwell, of the Alberta Pa- 
cHic Grain company, which is erect- 
ing elevators at Grande Prairie, Clair- 
mont and: Bennville, states that every 
bushel he has shipped sorfar this sea- 
son, has graded No, 1 Northern. This 
shows what splendid wheat can be 
grown on the prairie, and confirms all 
that has ever been said of the possi- 
bilitica of the district, 

Some of the new buildings erected 
at Grande'Prairie City, since the Bul- 
jetin published last fall a special num- 
ber dealing with the town and ‘dis- 
trict, are worth mentioning. The 
Laurier hotel, built by W, Rae, J.P., 
has been leased by John Sutherland, 
a pioneer restauraat, un, of Lake 
Saskatoon. It has twenty-five rooms, 
and occuples a commanding corner 
position near the depot. The Thomp- 
son Ilardware company, formerly of 
Edson, has erected a store covering a 
whole lot, 338x122, and has leased an- 
other lot. ‘McDonald and <Peterson, 
who also have a store at Bezanson, 
have erected a very handsome gen- 
eral store, with a garage in addition, 
carrying with it the ‘ord agency. 
George Crummy, who has the Empire 
hotel, now boasts of a tine general 
store ‘Porteous Bros. have eccupied 
their new hardware -store. A, oM, 
Hunskor has a new pool room = in 
running order, 

Building New Flour Mill. 

Jow ‘Voz has started the founda- 
tions for an hundred+barre) flour mill, 
and the machinery already is on the 
way. <A. moving picture theatre is 
being bullt close to the Laurier hotel. 
Frank Guthrie has extended his hotel, 
bakery and confectionery, and dou- 
bled his accommodation, Mr. Shut- 
tleworth is now settled in his new 
drug store. H. F, Hall is building a 
grain warehouse. The Alberta Pacific 
and Gillespie elevators are soon to be 
on the way. 

And then ,owing to the increase in 
Population, another new school, ac- 
commodating 32 children, had to be 
erected, and was opened on March 
15. The old sthoo! accommodated 
25. ‘Notwithstanding the increased 
accommodation, however, twenty 
children are awaiting admittance, and 
® movement is now on foot to erect 
a large, modern school building at 
a cost of $15,000. 

The new tire apparatus, installed in

All these things show that the pros- 
perity of 'Grande Prairie is real and 
abiding. To many outsiders Grande 
Prairie has hitherto been but a sha- 
dow land. They have wondered what 
enchantment could make its confines 
endurable, But those who have tra-

irresistible attractiveness; they have 
seen the very thought of its rich- 
ness make the grey cheeks of incom- 
ing settlers flush with the blood of 
youth; they, above all others, realize 
in ample measure the fuller meaning 
of the Lure of the North, 


HOMBESTEAD ENTRIES. 


, The completion of the railway to 
Grande Prairie has had the effect of 
considerably increasing the number 
of homestead entries in the Grande 
Prairie land district, the inducement 
of railway facilities evidently prov- 
Ing a great attraction to incoming 
land-seekers. 

For the year ending March 31st of 
this year, $63 homesteads were taken 
Up ,a8 against 898 for the previous 
fiscal year, but it should be remem- 
bered that the latter figures included 
a period of several months previous 
to the war, when the influx was rather 
heavy, 

In April of this year 126 applica- 
tlons were received, as compared with 
82 in the corresponding month last 
yeer,

“Bor the Grat time in history Can- 
ada ranks fourth among the wheat- 
producing nationa of the world, In 
view of the comparative youth of the 
Dominion and its scanty population, 
this seems almost unbelievable, but it 
is nevertheless true. Such a credita- 
ble showing was not made without 
determined and-efficient effort on the 
part of Canada aa a whole. To form 
an intelligible comparison of what 
this effort has really meant we shall 
base our calculations on the Domin- 
fon government estimate for wheat, 
oats and barley. Massing these three 
cereals together we fin that the 
whole of Canada increased jts yield 
in 1916 over 1814 by 70 per cent. 
come nearer me, the province of 
Alberta in its yield by 69 per 
cent, and near home yet we find 
that the Peacé River country increas- 
ed ita yield 132 per cent. ‘Thins pion- 
eering territory is not only doing its 
600d proportional share in furnishing 
men for. war, but is also doing better 
than the best in showing a propor- 
tlonal increase in the yield of the 
alnewsa of war.

“Phe following figures are based 
on detailed reports from all tho 
threshing operators in this diatrict: 
wheat 72,444; oats 229,226; barley 
18,049. Total number of bushels of 
grain threshed, 869,719, representing 
an increase of 132. per cent In yield 
ovér 1914. Total number of acres 
under cultivation, 7,847, or an increase 
of 84 per cent, The average yields 
for the district are; Wheat, 26 bushels 
per ucre; barley, 27 bushels per acre; 
and oats, 69 bushels per acre. One 
thresher furnishes the information 
that the whent avernged 72 pounds to 
the bushel, oats 42 pounds to the 
bushel, and barley 60 pounds to the 
bushel.

Dependable Crops, 


“In previous years the one safe and 
dependable grain was oats. During 
the past year the great question 
arose as to which crop will be the 
more profitable and the more readily 
convertible into the coin of the realm 
—wheat or oats? Referring to the 
figures previously quoted we tind that 
there were 72,900 busheis of wheat 
threshed as compared with 270,000 
bushels of vats, or approximately one 
bushel of wheat to every four bushels 
of onts. Unfortumately the facta to 
hand, while not proving that wheat 
was the more profitable crop, do in- 
dicate strongly that it was the more 
liquid and readily realizably asset of 
the farmer in the past year. ‘Local 
buyers, because of the exceptionally 
firm wheat market, were able to pay 
for wheat from 80c to $1.00 a bushel, 
while oats hovered around 30c per bus- 
hel, [With an average haul of from 
$0 to forty miles to the railway, oata 
ag a rendily marketable commodity 
are not ia favor. Basing our calcula- 
tions on the record of previous yeara 
we are confident, however, that the 
280,000 bushels of oats in the district 
will all be disposed of to good ad- 
Vantage for seed and feed purposes 
efore our next crop is harvested. 
hile the returns from this source 
may not be as quick, they undoubted- 
ly will show a much larger percent- 
, age of profit than wheat. ‘0. con: 
duct his business profitably and com- 
fortably the farmer must have a cér- 
tain proportion of his assets in lNquid 
form and oats, while not uw fixed aa- 
set, are gat the present stage of de- 
velopment in this country hovering 
midway between the classification 
liquid and fixed. We estimnte that 
our farmers need not fear the danger 
of glutting the market with a total 
crop of 300,000 bushels of oats next 
year for local consumption, but this 
we would set as the limit. 


Acreage Increase This Year. 


“Allowing that next year there will 
be the safe increase of 16 per cent 
im, acreage under cuitivation, we may 
reasonably look for a total of 9,000 
acres under cultivation, which, pro- 
ducing even a low average yield, 
should show.a total crop of somo 
$0,000 bushels of wheat and 300,000 
bushels of oats, but with a fair aver- 
age yleld per acre the total yield 
should closely approach ‘half a mil- 
lion bushels. 

“T shall now endeavor to boil down 
all the products of our territory. to 
the common denomination of dollars 
and cents. For the purpose of this 
digest I ahall treat only with our 
three main actively productive re- 
sources.. Of course we have coal, gold, 
gas, oll, clay and a tew other value 
abie minerals in our district, but these 
unfortunately have not yet been ex-

“Grain, $160,000, is arrived at by 
putting a low valuation per bushel 
on the grain shown in the thresher's 
reports, Fur, $120,000, may seem to 
some an absurdly high valuation, I 
believe, however, that those who have 
an intimate knowledge of the fur 
business will agree with me in con- 
sidering $120,000 a very conservative 
figure. Lumber, $46,000, I obtain by 
taking a total cut for the season of 
one and a half million feet, valued 
at an average of $30.00 per m. This 
I was assured vy authorities, is a very 
conservative estimate. Beef, beef 
hides and pork would also materially 
add to the total valuation of this coun- 
(ry’sproductions, but owing to the 
impossibility of forming little more 
than a blind estimate I prefer to 
omit this from our calculations, 


A Healthy Showing. 


“We have heard much during the 
past year of the term ‘balance of 
trade,’ and of the desirability of 
maintaining our exports in excess of 
olr imports. Cut off as this com- 
munity has been, in a corner of the 
Dominion by itself, most of us have 
fallen into the habit of looking on 
the Peace River country as affiliated 
with the rest of the Dominion, of 
course, but still retaining a person- 
ality and entity distinctly its own. 
In putting the test of exports and 
imports to our territry, our general 
stores may be considered as repre- 
senting our importing agents, and f 
am prepared to give $250,0¢0 as a lib- 
eral allowance for the total anmual 
turnover of all our stores. Judged 
on this basis ,the value of our own 
products exceeds by $65,006 the value 
of our imports, which would appear to 
be a wery healthy showing for an in- 
fant which only two years ago was 
in its swaddling clothes.”

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LAUNCHING 
THOMAS BOAT 
EPOGHAL EVENT 


Splendid Facilities Now Afforded 
For Tourist and Freight 
Traffic on Peace River 


One of the most important events 
in Peace River during the past few 
months has been the construction and 
launching of the magnificent new 
steamer, D, A. Thomas’,’ at the ship- 
building yards at (West Peace River. 
The boat is named after the owner, 
D. A. Thomas, the (Welsh coal king, 
now better known as Baron Rhonda, 
who for several years past has evinced 
his faith in the north country by 
spending thousands of dollars in pros- 
pecting and development work, in 
readiness for the time when that vast 
territory would yield up its riches for 
the benefit of the world. Baron 
Rhonda's Canadian representative is 
Cc, FP, Law, of Vancouver, who fs a 
frequent visitor to the north, and who 
iw more enthusiastic than anyone as 
to the possibilities of the district. 

The new boat, which will ply be- 
tween Peace River and Hudson's 
Hope, up stream, and between Peace 
River and Vermilion chutes down 
stream, cost at least one hundred 
thousand dollars, and represents the 
last word in shipbuilding construction, 
Jt is made for the greater part of B. 
c. fir, which was transported by rail 
last winter to Reno, thirty miles from 
Peace ‘River, and from thence by 
trail, the freight charges thus being 
very large. The boat was laid down 
in August of last year, and was com- 
pleted in May of this year. The con- 


struction afforded work for a large 
number of workmen. 
The boat is 175 feet long, 40 feet 


broad, and carries two 25-ton boilers 
capable of developing 1,000 horse 
power. Its nominal freight load is 
three hundred tons, but it has been 
specially designed so as to admit of 


the pushing of laden scows, thus 
largely increasing Its capacity. 
There is accommodation for 250 


passengers, The state rooms number 
forty, each cosily fitted up. The din- 
ing room has @ seating capacity of 
one hundred, and in addition there 
is a roomy smoke room, ladies’ cabin,

Unprecedented Growth on Every

The town of Peace River, formerly 
known as (Peace River Crossing, is 
forging ahead rapidly. IMKvery ian, 
from the reeve, Dr. Grimshaw, down 
to the humblest inhabitant, believes 
in it, The business men themsvives 
have the strongest faith in its future, 
or they would not be erecting suo many 
handsome stores «and private resi- 
dences. The development last year 
was rapid, but this yeur it is even 
more so, The coming of the railway 
has of course had a great deal to 
do with the unprecedented growth. 
There is a never-ending stream of 
prospective business men, settlers. 
tourists, and travellers, all eager to 
see the country which has been her- 
alded far and wide as “The Lust Great 
West.” 

Not many years ago the town was 
but a mere trading station, the ren- 
dezvous of Indians, trappers, and the 
few white settlers of the neighbor- 
hood, Today it is a modern city in 
the mak’ng, ‘with fine stores, graded 
streets, plank sidewalks, churches, 
schools, tire-fighting apparatus, and 
almost everything worth while. Nor 
could a city be more picturesquely 
situated ,on the bank of the mighty 
Peace river, overshadowed by the 
seven hundred feet, wooded hills in 
background, 


An Enchanting View. 


The view from the approaching 
train is one to captivate the senses. 
It is One of the .most magnificent 
views in the whole of Western Can- 
ada, The railway reaches the high 
bank of the Smoky river about seven 
miles from the town, and from that 
point there is a big succession, of pan- 
oramic. views, including the junction 
of the Smoky with the Peace, the vast 
stretches of the Peace river valley in 
the distance, and the wooded islands 
that dot the river and make the scene 
one of enchanting splendor.

Several important changes have 
taken place in the town, since last 
year, The new ten thousand dollar 
schoo) is a credit to the community. 
The Diamond ““P” store; together with 
the other stores of that company in 
the north, have been purchased by 
the D, A. Thomag interests, but the 
management is still retained by C, C. 
Sinclair. The Hudson's Bay company, 
the pioneer institution of the town, 
also has an up-to-date store, man- 
aged by ‘G. Gamlin, who is building 
a very attractive private residence. 
George .D. McRae, another pioneer 
merchant who has done well in the 
north, has purchased the Magar-8t. 
Germain lumber yards, 

The erection of a flour mill is about 
to be undertaken by ‘Rose, |Reid and 
Vandeberger. 

There are changes, in fact, in all 
directions, with everything indicating 
the unmistakable trend of events to- 
wards one of the most progressive 
cities in the ‘whole of the north coun- 
try.

Take, for Instance, the live stock 
industry. Mr, Marshall realized that 
if Alberta is to avail itself of its un- 
doubted possibilities in this respect, 
it ts essential that there should be 
asa working foundation a government 
herd of pure-bred animals, The first 
step in this direction was the crea- 
tion of demonstration farms, There 
are now seven of these in various 
parts of the provinee: at Claresholm,

In addition to equipping the boys 
and girls of the province with a know- 
ledge that will enable them to make 
the most out of the agriculturitst’s 
life, the schools of agriculture are 
performing an equally important 
function, They ere providing an edu- 
cation for those young men and wo- 
men who were deprived of its ad- 
vantages through being compelled to 
help their parents make a home in 
the strenuous pioneer days, ‘We are 
giving them an English education and 
#& methematical education,” says Mr. 
Marshall; “giving them knowledge 
and information that will improve 
their status as citizens of this coun- 
try. ‘We are going to improve their 
opportunities In life as farmers; and 
While I believe the schools of agricul- 
ture will do a great deal for agricul- 
ture, I believe they will do even more 
for the citizenship of this province 
in bringing to those boys and girls a 
new opportunity and a new chance 
in life.” 

Demonstration Trains, 

During the year the people of Al- 
berta have been afforded visible evi- 
dence of what the department of 
agriculture is doing for their benefit. 
This is provided by the demonstration 
trains, which bring them directly in 
comtact with its work, gives them a 
bird's-eye View of its operations, and 
at the same time discharges the funce 
tion of a travelling Instructor, 

There is no branch of agriculture 
that the department does not cover 
in its ramifications, and there is no 
difficulty that the maa out In the 
field encounters that it won't help him 
to solve; selection of sultable stock, 
determining the character of the soil 
and its adaptability for particular 
kinds of cultivation, seed-testing, and 
the diseases of animals, All the farm- 
er has to do is to put himself into 
communication with the department, 
and he will have the benefit of skilled 
and expert advice and assistance, 

The Dairy Industry, 

An illustration of what has been 
done to promote and foster the dairy 
industry, and the success of the de- 
partment in this direction, is indicat. 
ed by the fact that last year, when 
every body was taking a chance at 
ralsing wheat, the province had the 
§reatest production of butter in. ite 


tricts In which they are located of the 


Alberta has now 13,500 dairy farm- 
ers and operates 15 central cream- 
eries and 43 local creameries, The 
province has also 13 cheese factories, 
against f for 1914, In that year the 
cheese production was 70,587 Ibs. 
worth $10,235.12. In 1916 the pro- 
duction had increased to 372,693 Ibs., 
which netted $57,767.41. 

Live Stock. Industry. 

Coming to another branch of the 
live stock industry, horses, the de- 
partment is devoting particular atien- 
tion to the introduction of a good 
class of general purpose’ antiimals. 
With this object in View, information 
as to the best breeds of draft horses 
is being placed ‘before the farmers. 
Encouragement is also given to sheep 
and swine production, and the growth 
in both these flelds and the increase 
in prices indicates the wisdom of the 
policy of the department in impress- 
ing all the tige the importance of 
farmers keeping only pure-bred stock, 
Last year the price of wool was from 
50 to 70 per cent higher than in pre- 
vious years, and the marketing on 4 
co-operative basis by the local 
Breeders’ Associations has been at 
important factor in securing better 
prices for the farmer. New breeds 
of sheep have been introduced into 
the province, among them the Kara- 
kule, which is grown for the produce 
tion of black lamb wool. 

Poultry and Eggs. 

Progress all along the line char- 
acterized the operations of ‘the de- 
partment of agriculture dureg the 
year 1916, and this progress was 4s 
notable in the poultry and eg@ branGh 
as in any other, Here ns in the other 
branches, the policy of placing expert 
advice at the disposal of the people 
is having its influence and the fact 
that egg production increased from 
61,000 cases in 1914 to 96,000 cases 
in 1915, and poultry from 655,000 bbs. 
to 887,000 lbs, indicates the progress 
being made. The increase in money 
was: eggs, 1914, $396,500; 1915, $621,- 
000; poultry, 1914, $70,800; 1915, 
$110,873.33, 

Community Life, 

The Women’s Institutes have taker 
an active interest in the marketing of 
eggs, and reference to these useful or- 
ganizations leads to the comment that 
while the work of the department of 
agriculture is eminently practical in 
its character, Mr. Marshall has not 
lost sight of the fact that if living 
on the farm is to be more than utill- 
tarian routine, something must be 
done to give opportunities for com- 
munity life. The Women's Institutes, 
which increased fram 42 in 1914 to 
107 in 1915, not only provide the wo- 
men on the farm with means for 
social intercourse and give them a 
wider outlook, but they can also be 
made to play a very important part 
in improving the home life. 

This may be sald to be a cursory 
glance at the operations of probably 
the most important department of the 
government of Alberta—certainly the 
one most closely intertwined with the 
life of the great majority of its peo- 
ple—and, concluding it, one cannot 
do better than re-echo the words of 
the man whose name is so closely 
identified with its activities and oper- 
ations, the Hon. Duncan Marshall: 
“When we get the men on the land 
taking a pride and satisfaction in pro- 
ducing the best breeds of live stock, 
in growing the best crops, and in 
keeping the cleanest farms, then our 
country will be great, prosperous, and 
successful; and it is only when the 
farmer is prosperous the cities can 
ever amount to anything.” 

Let is be added: Alberta stands 
high as a grain producing counrty; 
last year's wheat average was 35 
bushels, against 20 for the past ten 
years; oats 45, aainst 35; barley 35, 
against 25; but the future prosperity 
of the province will depend not upon 
grain production or live stock alone, 
but upon a combination of both; and 
it is the adaptability of the new coun- 
try for this, and a realization by the 
settlera of the commonsense of: this 
program that will make the gredt 
northland the home cf an ledustry of 
unlimited possibilities and unbound- 
ed success,

WATERHOLE FAIR. 

The farmers of the Waterhole dis- 
trict, approximately sixty miles west 
of the town of Peace River, have 
heen ambitious enough to organize an 
agricultural society and to construct 
model exhibition grounds, 

The (Waterhole district, it may be 
stated, notwithstanding that until 
quite recently it was far away from 
railway facilities, is thickly settled, 
and the fertile latid is dotted with im- 
proved farms equipped with modern 
bulldings. 

The first fair was held last year, 
but this year's fair will be on a much 
more extensive scale, The equipment 
incliides a grand stand with a seat- 
ing capacity of three hundred; a half- 
mile track that is the equal of any 
track of the kind in the province; and 
a complete exhibition building. 

The fair grounds comprise a \juar- 
ter suction located in the heart of the 
settlement, and conveyed to the asso- 
clation by the government. 


NEW TOWN OF BENNVILLE. 

Bennville is the newest town on 
the Grende Prairie branch railway. 
It is fourteen miles north of ‘(Grande 
Prairie City, and seven miles north 
of Clairmont. It Js situated ‘in the 
midst of six hundred square miles of 
excellent farming country. Water in 
unlimited quantities can be obtained 
everywhere, The first building, a res- 
taurant, was erected two months ago. 
There are now two general stores, one 
hardWare store, one blacksmith shop, 
two livery ‘harms, harness shop, and 
tinsmith shop. 

The Gillespie company is laying the 
fouridations for a 40,000 bushel eleva- 
tor, and a ilour mill will be started 
Just as soon as lumber can he shipped 
in, the machinery already being on 
the spot, 

The post office will be located in 
the store of the Pope Hardware com- 
Pany. 

Representatives of two religious 
vodies have been looking over the 
townsite with the view of erecting 
churches, 

A chopping and feed mill is the 
latest addition to the town.

Roads and Bridges 
For Settlers 


“We are doing the pioneer work 
in providing facilities for the settlers,’’ 
eaid Hon, Charles Stewart, minister 
of public works, In speaking of. the 
operations of the department over 
which he presides, and in this declar- 
ation of polly, as it may be termed, 
bettlers is, Alberta, and especially in 
those parts of the province that are 
now being opened up, have the as- 
surance that their requirements will 
not be overlooked. Nothing is of 
more importance for the development 
of a country than good reads, and 
that the proviiclal government is 
all¥e to the necessities of the situa- 
tion a recitai of the expenditure dur- 
ing the last ten years should tbe con- 
Vincing proof. In the period from 
1905 to 1916 there was expended on 
roads, bridges and ferries, from re- 
venue, $3,863,866.25, and from capi- 
tal, $8,704,746.67, making a total of 
$7,6658,601.92. In addition, there was 
expended by the government from the 
Local Improvement district Trust ac- 
count, ($958,695, and by the sSLocal Im- 
provement ‘Districts and the Rural 
Municipalities, approximately $5,000,- 
000, bringing the sum expended on 
these purposes to the jhuge total of 
$13,515,296.92, jNo wonder, in the 
face Of such statistics, Mr, Stewart 
clains, that the government of Al- 
berta has done mvre for road and 
bridge construction than any other 
province in the Dominion.

But this is a very small percentage 
of the sum required and... actually 
spent for the opening, improvement, 
and maintenance of roads and the 
construction of bridges, to, In a mea- 
sure mect the requirements of set- 
tlers; and as such areas are organ- 
ized into Local Improvement  Dis- 
tricts or Municipalities, they do not 
evince any very general desire for 
automobile roads, national highways, 
or any other kind of means of com- 
munication beyond what is necessary 
to reach thelr market town with pro- 
duce; and they are very persistent in 
their demands for their full share of 
ory funds provided from the revenue 
of the province for road purposes.”

Probabiy |) the most remarkable 
phitve of the development’ that’ has 
tak@n plate in the province of Alberta 
dufing the past few years has been 
the’ wonderful increase in railway 
mileage, due jJargely to the govern- 
ments railway guarantee policy. Dur- 
hag the year 19165, for instance, @26 
Miles of new railways were built in 
Alberta, or more than in the whole 
of the other western Canadian prov- 
inces combined. This is an extra- 
ordinary fact, when the difficulties of 
financing owing to the world-wide 
‘war are taken into consideration. It 
also gives some idea of the tremend- 
Ols efforts being put forth by the 
government to provide transportation 
facilitics’ for the hundreds of thous- 
ands of settlers who during the past 
few years have settled on Alberta's 
far-famed agricultural lands, hitherto 
remote from the highways of com- 
merce, but now gradually being plac- 
ed in direct communication with the 
Markets of the world. 


The Railway Premier. 


: The present premier of Alberta, the 
Hon, Arthur L, Sifton, will always 
be remembered in connection with the 
Great strides in raihway building in 
this province. He stated, soun after 
he assumed the position of premier in 
May, 1910, that his policy of railway 
bullding would continue until every 
‘farmer in, Alberta had, been placed

from all these districts, and still they 
were only meagrely served by ae, un- 
completed railway not yet at their 
door, Surely this was a revelation and 
a revolution. I went to Chicago, aad 
the commissioner of emigration led 
me out to some stores and cafes, and 
1 uctually saw Slave Lake Whitefish. 
The agricultural development has 
kone on without cessation, and now 
with possibilities of accessible mar- 
kets, | believe vou will see a jump of 
2,000,000 bushels in the season of 
1916, Not a week passes that does not 
record the entry of new settlers, and IL 
may say that the past for them has 
heen a struggle, a case of the survival 
of the fittest, and as a result you have 
perhaps the finest class of settlers that 
has ever congregated in any one lo- 
cality—men who can stem the tide of 
adversity, who possess untold initla- 
tive, and who by the very virtue of 
their own strength 4.1 combativeness 
must win out, They have won the 
fight, and to them the future looks 
bright and rosy. 1 mentioned the fish- 
ing industry. This is something that is

Railway Development.

NORTH COUNTRY 
SEEMED LIKE 
PROMISED LAND 


Well-Known Writer Tells of Trip 
Through Great Farming 
Lands of North

(By the Rev, R. G. MacBeth, M.A., author 
of “The Selkirk Settlers in Real Life.) 


The town of Peace River is the 
door to a hitherto unknown empire 
in the North. And this is a good 


thing for the human family, as the 
North has always been the mother for 
the strong nations of the world. Not 
in equatorial lands where a dreamy 
existence can be dragged out and 
shuffled through, without even the 
necessity of working for a livelihood 
—not there have the great peoples 
of the earth been cradled—but in the 
North, where there is some neod for 
effort; vlere the crisp air gives a 
healthful tang to the atmosphere, 
and where the #weeping breeze puts 
iron into the blood of men. Hence, 
Canada should be glad that she is 
finding an ever-widening horizon, and 
that a hitherto unknown and wonder- 
ful (North is coming to the front as 
the nursing mother of a virile breed 
of humanity. 
Pathiinders, 

The higtory of the opening of this 
neW nogthern country is full or ro- 
mance and’pathos, Wonor is primar- 
ily due to the extraordinary men, 
who, im the days of the early fur com- 
panies, made the names of, the Mac- 
kenzie, the Peace, the Athabasca, and 
such rivers, household words, even‘in 
the older lands of Europe, and tothe 
indomitable explorers, who, while 
working wonders in path-finding, en- 
riched the science of the world by 
their discoveries, 

Even in our own generation it will 
he remembered that the late Sir Jofn 
Schultz, of Winnipeg, brought this 
north country to the attention of the 
senate at (Ottawa, with the persist- 
ence characteristic of his enthusiastic 
Canadianism. A committee was ap- 
pointed, of which he was chairman, 
and this committee gathered an im- 
ense amount of information as to the 
possibilities of the great river basins 
of the north. From that time settlers 
began to go into the untracked land 
{in straggling twos and threes, but 
not until the shriek of the locomo- 
tive awakened the echoes of the vast 
unknown spaces was the north coun- 
try definitely put om the map as a 
Great field for the farmer and the 
stock raiser, 


McArthur Enters, 

The man who, above all Others, is 
entitled to a place in our Canadian 
history for his fatth and courage in 
thrusting the stce] pathway into a 
territory marked only by the winding 
tralls of the Indian and the trader, 
is ‘Mr. J.D. McArthur, of Winnipeg. 
Mr. McArthur is a man of Glengarry, 
the Ontario county tamed for High- 
land stalwarts and the language of 
Eden. He is a good representative 
of his native heath, Tall and strong 
and ruddy, he has a quiet manner and 
@n Unassuming way, but a student of 
human life will recognize in the face 
and head of the man a tremendous 
possession of power and courage for 
large undertakings. He has abund- 
@nt reserve energy, and, though in 
thir time of ‘war and stress he is 
building more actual railways than 
any man in the world, he is making 
less fuss than some men would make 
over running a corner stand. 

Of course, like most leaders, he has 
given proo* of his genius for select- 
ing men. There is Dr. J. K. MoLen- 
nan, also a Glengarrian, who knows 
railroading from the ground up, and 
who has an invincible capacity for 
looking after the details of railway 
guppilies and the financing of such in- 
tricate problems as keeping these up 
over large uninhabited areas, as well 
as for securing right-of-way, station 
properties, and so on, Dr, McLen- 
fan studied and wracticed ni&idicine 
with success, but others can do that 
who have no ability as he possesses 
for railroading, and so he is back to 
that work again with Mr. McArthur, 
Then there is W, Rathbone Smith, 
the able engineer, who is now gen- 
eral manager of the system, Others 
might be mentioned, but these are 
as ‘well Known in this district as the 
railway itself. 

After working in the bush for him- 
self, and then as a sub-contractor, 
Mr. McArthur broke into the world 
of railway work by doing successful 
work on ©,P.R, contracts. Then he 
carried out with great success the big 
undertaking of the difficult 250 miles 
of the G.T.P. eastward from Winni- 
peg. That done, he turned his eyes 
westward again-——for he is a great be- 
Never in the west-—-and began the 
construction of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia railway 
on his own account,

of that mame, extends westward, as 
we travelled over it by motor car, 
for nearly seventy miles, and is one 
of the finest agricultural areas to be 
found anywhere. We crossed over on 
August 11th, and on every hand great 
fields of wheat, oats, barley, etc., were 
either reaped or ready for the binder, 
Besides seeing for ourselves, I talked 
with men who had been long dn the 
country as farmers, One, who had 
been twenty-six years farming north 
of the (Peace, said ‘he only had one 
failure, and that his experience as 
the owner of a threshing outfit en- 
abled him to say that failures from 
any cause were very few. 

We passed through the Blue Sky 
district westward, beyond the Peace, 
with some unusually fine crops, and 
stopped for dinner at the prosperous 
home of |Mr. J. L. Propst, a native 
of Oregon, who came out here only 
a few years ago. J was pleased to 
find that ;Mr, (Propst was the farmer 
who, last spring, shipped from the 
end of steel, then ninety miles from 
his farm, the famous earioad of wheat 
which graded up with the best in 
Winnipeg. 

The farmers generally attribute the 
early harvests to the unusually pro- 


longed daylight in the summer 
months, The Juxuriant peavine and 
other vegetation on every hand sup- 
ported this contention Wild (hay 
ic abundant, but I noticed that the 
best farmers have great fields of tim- 
othy, , ae 


' No Depression, 


The war and genera! depression 
has had little effect in these new dis- 
tricts, as they are necessarily as yet 
self-contained und if-supporting, 
with the farmer as titeir mainstay. 
In fact, the war and Yepressed con- 
ditions elsewhere, are}freally heping 
these new northern <édntnmnities by 
restraining the undest€able spectila- 
tive movements whichGure the curse 
of so many places eee early stages 


of their history, And consequence, 
there is a general feeling of optimism, 
accompanied by a’ préper apprecia- 


tion of true and consepvative values. 

After crossing the Peace at Dun- 
Vegan, we enter a well-settled and 
prosferous furming district known as 
the Spirit,Kiver settlement, so-called 
from the streui whicherangs through 
the section, The country arqund here 
is excellently adQpted for agriculture 
and stock raising, Aad igs well settled, 
We visited many farms ‘tn this local- 
ity, and fownd every Wrmer highly 
satistied with the country, an@ almost 
Wildly jubilant over the cofiting of 
the ralway. may 

After seeing Grande Prairie we 
could enter into the feeling of the 
Rev, A. Forbes, the pioneer Presby- 
terian missionary there, when he sald, 
“When (Mrs. (Morbes and J, after our 
long trip from Edmonton six years 
ago, came over the ridge and saw the 
plain in the glory of autuma, dress, 1 
took off my hat and gave a cheer, 
for to us It seemed as the ‘Promised 
Land.” And\one could understand 
how Mr. Forbes would thus give vent 
to his feelings, JI’or before the eyes 
of those ploneers there stretched the 
wide-reaching plain, diversified “by 
shady groves and sparkling lakes, all 
clad) in, the splendors Of the autumn 
and soft in the gentle atmosphere of 
Indian summer, 
other day that we were looking on 


a greater sight, for the tiller of the, 
soil had come in the wake of the 
missionary, and on the noble plain 


was now built an incipient town, while 
away on every hand we beheld fields 
of waving grain, glowing in the gold- 
en color of wheat or siistening in the 
nodding plumes of the Oatflelds, And 
not without emotion we drove down 
past the fine hospital erected by the 
women of the Canadian Presbyterian 
church at the request of their mis- 
sionaries, to the manse, where Mrs. 
Forbes received the dust-laden trav- 
ellers with the hospitality which had 
cheered many a lonely and discour- 
aged pioneer on to new efforts and 
victory. ‘ 

The climate, while we were in the 
Peace River country, was ideal for the 
harvest time, and the harvest was 
early, The settlers say they are more 
free from storms, winter and sum- 
mer, than elsewhere, that the snow 
rarely drifts, that the Japan currents 
from the |Pacific greatly modify the 
cold, and the clear sunshine is almost 
constant,

Alberta Wags originally part. of the 
North-West~f£efritories, and came In- 
to being as a Separate province in 
September, 1905. 

Alberta lies between the proyince 
of Saskatchewen on the east and 
British Columbia on the west, and 
from the international boundary at 
the 49th parallel on the south to the 
60th parallel on the north, 

Alberta is larger than any state in 
the (United States excepting Texas. 
lt has an area greater than New York 
state, and is as large as the combined 
areas of Montana, North Dakota and 
Minnesota, 

Alberta is served by. three transcon- 
tinental railroads; Canadian Pacific, 
Canadian Northern, and Grand Trunk 
Pacitic; and a large number of branch 


railways, the total mileage in the 
province being 4,423 miles. 

The population of Alberta at the 
last ‘Dominion census in 1911. was 
375,434, lt is now” estimated = at 
539,000, 

Alberta is a vast sloping plateau’ 
from 2,000 to $8,000 feet above sea 
level, The foot hills comprise more 


than one-half of the western bound- 
ary, and by far the greater portion 
is jundulating country, diversified by 
forests, rivers, streams and hills, not 
unlike Ontario or New York state. 

Two of the great river systems of 
the North American continent—the 
Saskatchewan and the Mackenzie— 
have their source in Abberta, thus giv- 
ing great fertility to the extensive 
plains along these rivers and their

If the father, or mother 
if ithe father is deceased, or son, 
daughter, brother or sister of a home- 
steader has permanent residence on 
farming land owned solely by them 
not less than 80 acres in extent, in 
the vicinity of the homestead, or upon 
a homestead entered for by them in 
the Vicinity, such homesteader may 
perform his Own residence duties by
